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Answering a Kansas Judge 
in the Matter of Evolution

layman of mature thought, does a noble thing in 
answering former Chief Justice Doster’s recent pub- 
lic defense of that vicious atheistic philosophy called 
“Evolution.” On the matter of the Genesis use of 
the word “Day,’”’ Mr. Roberts expresses, in graphic 
style, the views held by one school of scientists and 
Bible students. His admonition to professing Chris- 
tians is also very much needed.) 


A letter in opposition to the Sunday La- 
bor Law, dated June 25th, appearing a day 
or two later in the Topeka Capital, made 
certain statements that I think merit atten- 
tion because of the authority of the writer, 
Judge Frank Doster, formerly Chief Justice 
of Kansas. 

It said that the conception of the sev- 
enth as a holy day and day of rest, was 
founded upon certain texts in Genesis and 
Exodus; and that Sabbath observation had 
no sanction whatever except that of the 
Scriptural fable of a six day special crea- 
tion about six thousand years ago. 

The following assertions were then made, 
upon which I desire to offer a few remarks: 

1. If the universe is a product of evolu- 
tionary growth, and not the six days handi- 
work of a special Artisan, the command to 
abstain from labor on thai day has no reli- 
gious justification at all. 

2. There is not a reputable scientist in 
the world who teaches the six days creation 
or believes it. 

3. There is not one of them but believes 
and teaches the growth of the universe and 
all things in it, from low forms of life too 
far back in time to be within the realm of 
man. 

I cannot suppose that the Judge intended 
to say what his words actually state, that 
the material universe grew from low forms 
of life, so I pass on to notice what he said 
about preachers; 

1. There is not a 
minister who values his 
standing among: intelli- 
gent people who would 
preach a sermon in as- 
sertion of the story of 
a literal six days crea- 
tion.

Spain! The Iberian Peninsula under the 
Phoenicians and Carthaginians six hundred 
years before Christ! Spain — at the time 
of Christ, a Roman Province, which St. Paul 
had had great desires to visit, as the mes- 
sage of Christ had reached there, establish- 
ing a Church nucleus. For two centuries 
under Visigoth rule, later becoming Saracen 
for a century and a half or more, Iberia 
suecumbs to separatism and becomes eight 
petty kingdoms — Navarre, Castile, Leon, 
Aragon, Asturias, Cordova, Toledo, and Se- 
ville. 

Romance figured in re-uniting when Ara- 
gon and Castile became one through the 


‘marriage of King Ferdinand and ‘Queen 


Isabella in 1479 

Mohammedan Arabs in Southern Spain 
were subjugated and treacherously dealt 
with, ushering in a power which later moth- 
ered the Inquisition, crushed out Protestaa- 
tism and annihilated the Jews, who were 
then in the ascendency. 

By a casual financing of what seemed at 
that time to be a freak adventure of Co- 
lumbus, Spain opened up a new world, and 
within a century reached her zenith, in the 
eyes of the whole world. The Spanish flag 
and the crucifix were carried and planted in 
remotest parts and in theretofore un- 
dreamed-of places. 

In rapid succession came and went the 
Hapsburg princes, the war of the Spanish 
Succession, and the establishing of the 
Beurbon dynasty, which was to last until 
April 14, 1981. <A line of royalty which 
runs back almost fourteen centuries, with 
the one successful attempt to establish that 
Republic of 1872, began to disintegrate 
when, through the blundering of King Al- 
fonso XIII, a Commander, and 10,000 of his 
men were ambushed and slain by the Riffians 
near Anual in 1921, and with the approval 
of the King a Dictatorship took over the 
reigns of the government in 1923. 

A strong Papal influence has been the 
outstanding feature of the Government, 
through many centuries, and recently has 
hecome a contributing factor in its down- 
fall. “Vaulting ambition o’erleapt itself 
and fell on the other side.” 

Religious unity was realized by the stif- 
ling of every dissenting voice. In many 
places the children were taught to sing, 
“Away, away with the Protestants.” For- 
eign missionaries were disrespected and in- 
sulted and with their children, persecuted. 
Missionary work in many towns was vio- 
lently opposed.

France has seemingly profit- 
ed} President Hoover did a noble thing 

impressing upon the nations the plan of 
uspending all war debt payments for one 
vear. England, Italy, Germany and other 


nations responded, but France was reluct- 
ant. The President sent his Cabinet men, 
Stimson and Mellon abroad; European coun- 
tries saw again what excellent diplomats 
grow on this side of the water. Germany’s 
Foreign Minister Curtius said, “What An- 
drew Mellon did is simply grandoise. To 
think that this fine old gentleman... .” 

France was pretty gruff and active in 
putting the screws down on Germany until 
she saw that she was overstepping because 
a Red shadow from Russia began to spread 
itself over the German map. German Com- 
munism would never do so near French 
borders! <A revolution in Germany might 
result in Bolshevism. But what is even 
worse is the growing’ power of German 
Fascism under the leadership of Adolf Hit- 
ler, Germany’s Mussolini, who utterly re- 
pudiates all German war debts. He says that 
if he takes the helm in Germany he will not 
pay another dollar on debts incurred by the 
war. Should Von Hindenburg’s government 
fall, Hitler might be swept into power and 
that would mean that France would be un- 
able to collect, a situation would thus be cre- 
ated that would certainly produce war. So 
France began to soften and listen to Quaker 
Hoover. 

During all the recent financial squabbles 
the President has been within reach of a 
long distance telephone connecting him with 
his Cabinet Secretaries in Europe. Once he 
asked 76-year-old Secretary Mellon if he 
were tired because of his strenuous diplo- 
matie work, to which Mr. Mellon answered, 
“No, I find it rather good fun.” 

The United States is suffering perhaps as 
little from the crash as any country but at 
that the 1931 fiscal year report shows we 
have sustained a deficit of $903,000,000 dur- 
ing the twelve months just closed. This is 
the first vear since the war that expendi- 
tures have exceeded receipts. 

The situation is likewise acute in Eng- 
land. In three recent weeks $160,000,000 in 
gold has been drawn from the vaults of 
“The Old Lady of Threadneedle Street” 
the Bank of England. The Bank of New 
York and the Bank of France united a few 
days ago in loaning the Bank of England 
$243,000,000. This is the first time in years 
that England’s proud, prosperous, conserva- 
tive, Bank has had to borrow. 

In Germany, all banks were closed for a

“AFTERWARDS” 


—A Preachment— 
By Rev. J. R. Baker, Pastor

The text comprises but a single word “Af- 
terward.” Afterward means subsequently 
or at a later date or time. Standing alone 
the word is meaningless, but coupled up 
with certain other words it is meaningful. 
It is used in the text in connection with 
Esau’s selling his birthright to Jacob for a 
mess of pottage. 

To clearly understand the meaning of the 
word we must remind ourselves of three fa- 
miliar things — First, that before we per- 
form any act we deliberate on the nature of 
the act — whether it is right or wrong and 
whether we should or should not perform it. 
This period of deliberation we will call the 
period of Before. Second, that having de- 
liberated upon the nature of the act and 
having decided to perform the act we per- 
form the act. This period of action we will 
call the Then. Third, that having deliber- 
ated and having performed the act the rec- 
ord of our deliberation and action is in- 
scribed upon the sensitive tablets of our 
memories. The period during which the rec- 
ord endures we will call Afterward. 

The period of deliberation before the per- 
formance of an act may be long or short. 
It is the period in which the baser self 
strives with the better self for mastery. It 
is the ig in which the Holy One strives 
with the Evil One for possession. 

The period of action is brief — instanta- 
neous or momentary. 

The period that follows deliberation and 
action is endless. It extends throughout 
time and eternity. It has to do with life 
and the life which is to come. It is the 
period in which the conscious self contem- 
plates its past — good or bad. 

Afterward as related to the past cannot 
be changed. No one — not even ourselves 

- has access to the records. Remorse can- 
sak change the record. Tears cannot change 
it; 

We are all responsible for our Afterwards. 
We cannot blame them upon the scape-goats 
of heredity and environment. We, our- 
selves ‘make our Afterwards, heavens or 
hells. 

He who has grasped the full meaning of 
the word Afterward has mastered the phil- 
osophy of life.

BOOK | 
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Simon, the Black Cross-Bearer 


By Rev. Titus Johnson 
Missionary to the Belgian Congo 








The black man is men- 
tioned many times in the 
Bible and has a large place 
in the unfolding of God’s 
plan. Men with black skins 
are also precious to the 
heart of the Heavenly, 
Father. 

The first Bible reference to which I call 
attention is the circumstance of Noah and 
his son Ham. Noah had three sons, Shem, 
Ham and Japheth. These three boys be- 
came the progenitors of the human race af- 
ter the Flood. From history we learn that 
we, the white race, descended from Japheth; 
from Shem came many of the old empires 
and all Jewish and Arabian peoples; from 
Ham the black race came. 

In the course of events during the recon- 
struction period following the Flood we 
recall how Noah put a curse upon him. It 
is remarkable that Noah disgraced himseif 
by getting drunk the first day after he came 
out of the Ark. The curse that Noah pro- 
nounced upon Ham meant that this particu- 
lar son, and his descendants, were to be 
servants of his brothers and their descend- 
ants. Noah said, “A servant of servants 
shall he be unto his brethren.” 

As far as we know from history there is 
only one race that has ever been subjected 
to permanent slavery — the Hamites, the 
black people of the earth. There is hardly 
a nation whose hand has not been tainted 
by the innocent blood of these servant 
peoples. But even in this we see God’s mag- 
ic in turning evil into good, and curse into 
blessing. These poor people have been 
forced to learn the great law of service. Be- 
cause the curse made them servants they 
are to be found in the best homes and most 
important places all over the earth. Ser- 
vice has given them opportunities and 
brought them into places they never would 
have otherwise reached. Service always 
brings reward and blessing. Jesus said, 
“Whosoever will be chief among you, let 
him be your servant.” Do you realize that 
the President of the United States is great 
ouly because he renders a great service? 
Man is not great in himself, but it is his 
position of service that makes him great. 

Going further over in the Bible we find 
that Moses had a black wife. Numbers 12:1 
says, “And Miriam and Aaron spake against 
Moses because of the Ethiopian woman 
whom he had married.” God did not punish 
Moses for taking the black woman, but the 
punishment went upon those who slandered 
him. 

The thought of Ham and Africa are al- 
ways linked together in the Bible. Poetical- 
ly, the word “Ham” denotes Africa as we 
read in Psalms 78:51 and 105:23, 27. 

The large place that the word “Ethiopia” 
occupies in the Bible tells us how much God 
thinks about these poor, down-trodden 
people. Cush was the name of a descend- 
ant of Ham and the name Ethiopia is de- 
rived from the name Cush. Isaiah says 
that the colored races, evidently of east Af- 
rica, were tall, of large physical proportions. 
Thank God we have the promise in Psalms 
68:31, “Ethiopia shall soon stretch out her 
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hands unto God.” This prophecy was lit- 
erally fulfilled when the Ethiopian eunuch 
was converted to the Gospel as recorded in 
Acts 8:26-40. This meant that the black 
people ‘heard the Gospel by a_ special 
miracle; our Lord was interested in them. 
As a result of that eunuch hearing the mes- 
sage from Philip, the true Gospel was tak- 
en into Abyssinia, a realm which is today 
at least nominally Christian. 

Did you know that the man who carried 
the Cross of Christ to Golgotha was a black 
man? Let me prove it to you. Let us turn 
to the Gospel of Mark 15:21-22, “And they 
compel one Simon a Cyrenian, who passed 
by, coming out of the country, the father 
of Alexander and ‘Rufus, to bear his cross. 
And they bring him unto the place Golgo- 
tha, which is, being interpreted, The place 
of a skull.” 

In the first place, Simon came from Cy- 
rene, a place on the northern coast of Afri- 
ca. This territory was originally populated 
with black people. 

In the second place, Simon could not have 
been a Jew because no Jew would have car- 
ried a cross, for to them it was a sign of 
a curse, a disgrace, a thing of shame. The 
cross was a Roman, gentile tool of death. 

In the third place, Mark, who wrote this 
Gospel, was a fellow laborer with Paul. 
When Paul was in Rome writing to the Col- 
lossians and Philemon, Mark was with him 
sending greetings. When Paul wrote to the 
Romans he said, “Salute Rufus chosen in 
the Lord.” Mark wrote his Gospel in Rome 
and in establishing the identity of Simon, 
was careful to say that Simon was the fa- 
ther of Rufus, who was there with them in 
Rome at the time. Now, turn with me to 
Acts 13:1 and we find Simon mentioned 
again and here he is called “Niger,” which 
means black. We get the vulgar and ob- 
noxious word “nigger” from Niger. In vul- 
gar and improper language, it would be “Si- 
mon, the nigger.” All things considered, 
these references point to one fact, that Si- 
mon, who carried the cross of Jesus Christ 
to Calvary, had a black skin. 

Moses represents Law. His 
links the black race to the Law. Jesus re- 
presents Grace. His black servant links the 
black race to Grace. As the wife of Moses 
bore the reproach of the people, it is to be 
expected that her race should be the first to 
share the glory of the cross. Is it unlikely 
to suppose that Simon was the first convert 
to the cross with real understanding of 
its meaning ? 

What a regret that there is no record of 
the conversation which took place between 
Simon and Christ! This is the only time 
that Christ had an actual physical need 
which He could net Himself meet. He had 
to have help, and one bearing Noah’s curse 
was there. 

Jesus completely collapsed on the road to 
Calvary. In Mark 15:20 it says they “led 
him out te crucify him.” Verse 22 says, 
“they bring him” and word “bring” 
in the original also means “to carry.” Some- 
thing happened between verses 21 and 22 
made it to be 
“carried” a collapse.

At this point, by chance, Simon came 
passing by. He was compelled to carry the 
cross as the Roman soldiers recognized him 
immediately as being a servant. Would the 
Christ Whose one look crushed Peter, Who 
spoke peace to the dying thief — would He 
let a service like that rendered by Simon 
pass without reward? How Simon must 
have been stirred as he looked into that 
beautiful face and those tender eyes! There 
must have been a conversation. No doubt 
Jesus explained the meaning of the cross to 
Simon and no doubt Simon asked the Christ 
to save his black people. No wonder Mark 
and Paul speak reverently and kindly of Si- 
mon and his sons Alexander and Rufus. 
How tenderly Paul tells the Roman church 
to “salute Rufus and his mother” which 
Paul also affectionately calls “mine.” Does 
not that little word “mine” show real hos- 
pitality and tender consideration ? 

Yes, through the centuries the black man 
has been faithful in carrying the message of 
the cross. It is a matter of Church history 
that one of the greatest church fathers was 
a black man. Mungo Park, an English trav- 
eler far inland in western Africa, came upon 
a tribe neariy one hundred years ago which 
had been shut off from the outside world for 


centuries and still he found them using 
crosses in their heathen ceremonies. Where 
did they get this sign of the cross? They 


must have been preached to some time in 
the far off past. A missionary friend of 
mine told me that he himself had seen the 
“ceremony of sanctification” conducted by a 
heathen witch-doctor who sanctified the 
spears of the soldiers by putting them in a 
heap and sprinkling water on them before 
going into battle. Then the witch-doctor 
had all the warriors sit in a circle and he 
broke bread-dough into pieces, giving each 
one a nibble, after which each was given a 
sip of beer. This looks like a heathen per- 
version of the Christian communion table. 
Out in dark Africa I have seen many 
black-skinned Christian converts who are 
faithfully carrying the cross to others. Space 
does not permit me to tell of the many glo- 
rious achievements to which I could bear 
witness where heroic cross-bearing is being 
done by darkened souls who have had the 
light of the Gospel brought to them. O 
friends, the black man is precious to the 
heart of our Christ Who tells us to take the 
“good news” to “EVERY CREATURE.”

do that than he would preach in assertion of 
an everlasting hell of fire as the fate of 
sinners. 

2. There is not one of them who, if called 
upon to talk about the time creation took, 
but would hide behind the subterfuge that 
days meant long periods of time, utterly ig- 
noring however the passages, — “And God 
said let there be light. And God called the 
light day and the darkness he called night, 
and the evening and the morning were the 
first day.” 

The letter concluded thus, — “The idea of 
cherishing the story of a six days creation 
and giving it the sanction of a divine reve- 
lation and the authority of a penal law, af- 
ter spending millions of dollars to teach its 
untruth, and after everybody of intelligence 
has rejected it as a childish fable, is not 
only paradoxical, but a humiliating fact of 
human psychology.” 

The opposition of Evolution to Creation, 
is sufficient proof that the term fable has 
little reference to the six days, but that 
what was really called a “childish fable” 
was the declaration that — “In the begin- 
ning God created the heaven and the earth.” 

I take exception to What the Judge called 
a “subterfuge.” I deny that it is an evasion 
of the truth, which is what that term means, 
to claim that the days of creation were long 
periods of time. I repel that aspersion for 
the following reasons: 

First, that not one of the first four days 
— not even the fourth — were solar days of 
twenty-four hours. This was recognized as 
a fact by the forerunners of evolutionary 
unbelievers, who never tired of demanding 
how there could have been light before there 
was a sun. 

Secondly. That many students of this 
question whose reputation as scientist was 
as good as that of any living scientist, did 
not hide behind any subterfuge, but openly 
taught, ahd demonstrated, that the days of 
Creation were undefined periods of long du- 
ration. 

The first I name is that master of geolog- 
ical description, the Scotch self-taught ge- 
ologist Hugh Miller, who in his work, “The 
Testimony of the Rocks,” ineontrovertibly 
showed that the Days of the Mosaic Record 
were long periods. The next is the great 
Canadian geologist, Sir William Dawson 
whom the scientists of the British Associa- 
tion made president of that Association’s 
first meeting in Canada. In his work, “The 
Creation of the World,” Sir William taught 
that those days were long periods. More 
than that, he named in it several distin- 
guished scientists who held the same opinion, 
among them Curvier and Jameson. Anoth- 
er I name as authority, though not a pro- 
fessional scientist, W. E. Gladstone, taught 
the same in his “Impregnable Rock of Holy 
Scripture,” and his judgment upon the 
meaning of words and evidence had such 
weight that the then champion of Evolution 
thought it necessary to oppose some of the 
arguments of that work, but it is noticeable 
that Huxley made no objection to the ex- 
planation that days in Genesis indicated long 
periods. The names of many other prom- 
inent scientists who have found harmony 
between Genesis and true science could be 
presented. 

Since Dr. Arnold Guyot was professor of 
Geology in the College of New Jersey and 2 
member of several scientific associations, he

must be accepted as a reputable scientist. 
He also taught that the days were periods. 
In his work “Creation,” Professor Guyot 
said that in the account of Creation the He- 
brew word “Yom” rendered “Day” in our 
English version is read in the two first chap- 
ters of Genesis in five different senses. 

But there was still another sense in which 
the word was used. We read that on the 
seventh day God rested from His work of 
Creation. That day also was clearly a peri- 
od. It had no evening. It continues still 
and will not end until the great Creator re- 
sumes His work, perhaps shortly, to call in- 
to existence the new heavens and a new 
earth wherein dwelleth righteousness. 

The facts cited clearly prove that the 
word day must be taken, as the scholars and 
scientists named taught, as specifying a long 
period of time, by every reader of the ac- 
count of Creation in Genesis, whether he ac- 
cepts it as‘a true history, or whether he re- 
jects it. 

I agree also that many preachers desire to 
stand well with intelligent people, whom the 
letter apparently identifies with believers of 
Evolution; for the published sermons of 
modernist preachers evince as little belief in 
the doctrine of Creation as of other vital ar- 
ticles of the Apostles’ Creed. With what 
was asserted respecting the opinions and 
teaching of scientists, I fully agree. Just 
where a dividing line could be drawn be- 
tween reputable scientists who presumably 
teach in universities, and teachers of the 
same subjects in colleges and high schools 
who do not rank so high, I do not know, but 
IT am persuaded that with few exceptions 
they also repudiate the Biblical history of 
Creation. 

But the most important assertion in the 
letter was made in its last paragraph. 
Though expressed in guarded language, :t 
makes a terrible charge against all Church 
members. In substance it states that while 
pretending to believe the story of Creation, 
they are doing all they can to prove it to be 
false. They give undeniable proof of their 
determination to do so, by paying millions 
of dollars to get it done. 

Those millions of dollars are mainly paid 
to the teachers of Evolution in high schools 
and state colleges. Besides this, many 
Church members voluntarily contribute large 
sums to Church colleges where the same 
destructive teaching is carried on with the 
sanction of the Church staff. And worst of 
all, this indictment is true. 

If Church statistics are reliable, Church 
members are still a majority of public vo- 
ters. Therefore if they wish, they can stop 
the teaching of Evolution in tax-supported 
schools in many states as effectively as it 
was in Tennessee. 

Judge Doster says many ministers are too 
ashamed of the fable of Creation to preach 


it. The International Sunday School Les- 
sons give practically the same answer. They 
pretend to teach the Scripture, yet they 
scarcely notice Creation. They do not allow 
it the place given to it in the Word of God. 
When the course turns back to the Old Tes- 
tament, it begins with Abraham. All be- 
fore that including Creation, the Fall and 
the Flood, are boycotted. And all this due 
to the inroad of Evolution into the Church. 

But at last the conscience of the Church 
is stirred. Collections are falling off. This 
is serious, and even vital. The great Meth- 
odist Episcopal Churen confesses an annual 
loss to its pretentious World Service fund 
counted in millions. It no longer holds the 
first place in number of members in the list 
of Protestant bodies. For two or three 
years its loss of members has been many 
tens of thousands. The loss in its Sunday 
Schools is far greater. These conditions are 
not peculiar to Methodism nor to this coun- 
try. Similar reports come from England, 
where Darwin, Spencer, and Huxley lived 
and taught. The great Established Church 
of that country whose ministers are not de- 
pendent upon the collection box for their 
living, reports a great falling off in candi- 
dates for ordination to the ministry; so 
great that the press reports a few weeks 
ago, stated that a plan was suggested for 
utilizing the automobile so that the same 
minister could serve two or more parish 
churches, instead of one as heretofore. We 
have been told that the Church has depend- 
ed for several years for most of its new 
members, upon the Sunday School. Now 
that source is rapidly drying up. The total 
loss in Sunday School attendance amounts 
to hundreds of thousands. The cause is p'ain 
to everyone but the wilfully blind. The 
more thoughtful of the boys and girls who 
absorb the teaching during five days of the 
week, of teachers who have rejected the his- 
tory of Creation as a childish fable, have : 
lost interest in the Book which gives it the 
first place in its teaching. They do not at- 
tend Sunday School, and later will not be 
found in the Church. The millions spent to 
teach Evolution have not been spent in vain; 
and this is only the beginning. The harvest 
is yet to come. The most prominent living 
evolutionist, Sir Arthur Keith, who said in 
his capacity of the British Association that 
Darwinism had triumphed, stated not long 
since, in the London Daily News, that; — 
“God was a name for the mechanical process 
of reproduction and development, and that 
now is immortal only as matter is immortai, 
by transmitting his attributes endlessly 
down the ages to his descendants.” I com- 
mend this authoritative explanation of th2 
final result of holding Evolution to the nu- 
merous Church members who call themselves 
theistic evolutionists.

a danetel Index. These addresses were de- 
livered during 1930-31, to the Princeton The- 
ological Seminary on the L. P. Stone Foun- 
dation. Humanism is a comparatively new 
word. On the whole, viewing it from the 
standpoint of evangelicalgChristianity, it is 
in rather bad repute. In this treatise it 
seems that Dr. Johnson is making noble at- 
tempt to Christianize it. Humanists are 
generally scholasties who repudiate the su- 
pernatural and in the name of science dis- 
sociate man from the spiritual and supernat- 
ural. The Humanist usually thinks of the 
universe as being only a huge machine of 
which man is but a small, broken cog. Stat- 
ed suecinetly Dr. Johnson quotes W. A. 
Brown as follows: “The Humanist feels that 
he does not need God because he can get on 
by himself. And it is modern science that 
has made him feel as he does.” But 
Johnson says, “Humanists of the other 
school following more closely the literary 
and philosophic traditions, emphasize the 
dualism between good and evil, between 
man and nature and between man and God. 
They are not unfriendly to the supernatural 
as u complement to the natural and as an 
inspiration in the spheres of art and mo- 
rality.” The author finally sums his argu- 
ment up in these words, ‘We must choose 
between supernaturalism and naturalism; 
between a supernaturalism in revelation, in 
history and in redemption, and a naturalism, 
in theory and ultimately in practice, and a 
naturalism of a very poor sort.” 

Every page of this book fairly glistens 
with statements dealing with great scientific 
and philosophical problems. The writer goes 
deep and yet keeps his terminology suffi- 
ciently simple that the popular mind can 
grasp his thoughts. One feels as he peruses 
these pages that he is in a library rather 
than a book. The dogmatic Humanist who 
has been betrayed by the materialistic nat- 
uralism of the day owes it to himself to 
study this treatise. Here is a book that 
will appeal to the highest and best of phil- 
osophie thought. We hope for it a wide cir- 
culation among ministers, college men and 
students. 

“WILL AMERICA BECOME CATHO- 
LIC?” By John F. Moore. Published by 
Harper & Brothers. Price $2.00. 252 pages. 


This is indeed a striking title. The author 
has set out to answer the following ques- 
tions: “To what extent does Papal power 
control American life?” ‘Will Catholic 
domination of our large cities elias 1 all 
“Is birth control widely practised among 

Catholics?” “Is the Papal Delegate an Un- 
official Ambassador ? 2” “Are the Negro 
people being converted to Rome?” “Are 
Catholic census figures correct?” ‘Can 
mixed-marriages be tolerated?” “Can a 
celibate clergy endure?” 

The writer assures us in his Foreword 
that he is a Protestant. He assures us that 
his purpose “is not propaganda.” However, 
we lind him saying, “I trust that this book 
will allay a certain fear of Roman Catho- 
lies which has troubled many Protestants.” 
He appeals for “brotherhood and_ peace.” 
He confesses, “I have used material chiefly 
drawn from Roman Catholic sources.” We 
wonder how deep was his access into the 
inner workings of the secret hierarchy. To 
say the least he is very generous to the 
Roman Catholic Church. He finds no danger 
and seemingly no deliberate effort on the 
part of Catholics to gain control of Ameri- 
ca’s institutions. Needless to say his con- 
clusions will not be shared by a great many 
students of this question. Such phrases as 
this leads one to wonder if he has not em- 
braced Catholicism in spirit, if not in mem- 
bership, “. . . . deeply impressed as we 
must be by the marvelous growth of Catholi-

cism since the days of Peter, an even great- 
er marvel is the growth of Protestant- 
ism... .” Does the writer actually believe 
that the Roman Catholie Church began with 
Peter? 

Notwithstanding, there is a wealth of ma- 
terial in this volume. The statistics quoted 
with reference to the various religious bodies 
of the world reveal that the author has read 
widely and studied profoundly. The com- 
prehensive index is an admirable feature. 
To say the least we have before us a val- 
uable compilation of heretofore unpublished 
data. 





“MIRACLE LIVES IN CHINA.” By Ro- 
salind and Jonathan Goforth. Published by 
Harper & Brothers. Price $1.50. 157 pa- 
ges. 


This book is being advertised as, “A rec- 
ord of God’s miraculous power in the con- 
version of men, as told by Dr. and Mrs. Go- 
forth, missionaries in China since 1888.” 
These two precious veteran missionaries 
are well known for their tireless efforts in 
giving out the Gospel in treacherous Man- 
churia. Stranger than fiction are many of 
the stories and experiences related. They 
tell of the miraculous healing of a blind 
Chief; the conversion of a would-be Murder- 
er; the Angel of Shanghai; the Gamblers 
end. These fascinating stories showing the 
miracle working power of the Holy Spirit, 
are related in a charmino winsome way. 
Last but by no means least, is the story of 
Marshall Feng, the great Christian General 
of China. Of him the Goforths say, “No 
man ranks higher in the affection and es- 
teem of the Chinese people.” A great deal 
of propaganda has been put out against 
Marshall Feng, by the secular press, and 
this first-hand observation of seventeen 
pages is very valuable and illuminating. The 
story of Feng’s conversion during the Boxer 
revolution will bring tears to every eye. 

There is no way of estimating the value 
of this book as a contribution to missionary 
literature. It will stand out as a priceless 
gem in every library. One feels that it 
comes from two great throbbing hearts fill- 
ed with the grace and love of God.

VI. Smelling 


For seeing we have 
the optic nerve, for 
feeling the sentient 
nerves, for hearing the 
auditory nerve and for 
smelling we have the 
olfactory nerve. For 
feeling we have touch, 
for seeing we have 
waves of light, for 
hearing we have the vi- 
bration of the air; how 
can we smell? Only by 
particles from various 
objects coming in con- 
tact with our olfactory 
nerves located in our nostrils. Everything 
you can smell gives off some particles with 
a characteristic odor. The rose gives one 
kind of particle, and the honey-suckle an- 
other different one, and so all around. The 
same kind of object always gives off the 
same kind of particles, so we can tell the 
thing we smell, even when we do not see it. 
Yet this all has to be learned from our 
birth. What a lot we learn through our 
nose! But the same through ear and eye.

The particles given off from objects that 
enable us to smell them are exceeding fine. 
And the sensitiveness of the olfactory 
nerves in perceiving them must be marvel- 
ous, almost unbelievable. An qunce of musk 
after giving off its odor for years, will still 
weigh the same. Of course it must be some 
lighter, but we haven’t the scales fine 
enough to detect the loss. Yet it could have 
been smelt by different people every day 
and moment for all the years. This makes 
the sense of smell almost a miracle. God’s 
greatness seems more and more infinite in 
His creating all objects with the property 
of giving off these particles, and making 
man’s sense so delicate and sensitive as to 
enable him to perceive these particles, or 
odors. Even a man’s nose should tell him 
there is a God! 


This sense of smell, as the other senses, 
has two objects especially, to warn us of 
danger and things unhealthy. ‘Who has nev- 
er smelt of a bottle to learn what was in 
it, and who doesn’t flee when he smells a 
skunk? And yet how many beautiful odors 
and perfumes that delight us! Nearly every 
one scents their handkerchief or clothes 
with some perfume. The Bible speaks of 
our thoughts, words and deeds as having 
smell. This is a figurative way. Such may 
be a stench or a sweet smell to God. Shir- 
ley Says:

“The First” 


If there is a post-millennialist here or one 
listening in over the air; if there is a man 
who does not believe in the return of the 
Lord Jesus Christ and has no faith what- 
ever in the establishment of the millennial 
kingdom, I want to say that I can take him 
to a passage that will be impossible of inter- 
pretation apart from the great millennial 
teaching of the return of the Lord Jesus. It 
is in Acts the fifteenth chapter, verses four- 
teen to sixteen. You have read these verses 
many a time, but you have never seen — if 
you are not a pre-millennialist — the clear, 
unmistakable teaching of God’s Word con- 
cerning the future. Here you have God’s 
program; here you have God’s plan; here 
you have God’s design for the present age 
and also for the next. Now, listen as I read 
and comment: 


“Simeon hath declared how God at the 
FIRST.” Now, pay attention to that word 
“first.”’ First means first, not second. 


What God did first, not next. “At the first.” 
At the beginning of the Christian era, at the 
commencement of the church age. “God at 
the first did visit the Gentiles.” What for? 
“Well,” the post-millennialist answers, “to 
Christianize them.” No, sir: “Well, then, to 
save them.” No, Sir. “Well, in order that 
the nations of the world might become 
Christian.” No! Then why did God visit 
the Gentiles? Let us not speculate; let us 
not use vaiy philosophy, but let us take 
God’s Word at its face value. Listen to 
what God says and believe Him: “God at the 
first did visit the Gentiles, to take out of 
them” — and the Greek word there means 
to take “out from among’”’ them; not to take 


them all, but to take out from among 
them— “a people for His name.” Now, 
that is the first fact. That is clear. That 


cannot be misunderstood. “God at the first 
did visit the Gentiles, to take out of them 
a people for His name.” 

God is not sending missionaries to Africa 
today to Christianize Africa. If you have 
thought so, then you have not known your 
Bible. God is not sending missionaries to- 
day to China to Christianize China. God is 
not sending missionaries today to South 
America to Christianize South America. God 
is not having the Gospel preached in Chica- 
go today to Christianize Chicago; and God 
is not raising up an army of American 
evangelists today to Christianize America. 
That is not God’s plan. That is not His de- 
sign. And if that is your vision and ob- 
jective, then you will be the most pessimist- 
ic person in the world, because you are at- 
tempting something that God Himself says 
is absolutely impossible. 

Now, what is God’s plan? This: God 
is sending missionaries teday to the Chinese 


to take “out from among” the Chinese a 
people for His name. A company of believ- 
ers gathered from among the Chinese by the 


Holy Ghost, a man here, and a man there; 
a woman here and a woman there; a boy 
here and a girl there, is His plan. Thus 
God is gathering out from among the Chi- 
nese “a people for His name.” Let me tell 
you, God is not failing; He is not failing in 
His purpose. He is gathering out in China 
“a people for His name,” and they are there 
now, and He is getting more all the time; He 
is adding to the number. And God is send- 
ing missionaries to Africa, not to save the 


Africans, but to save a number of Africans, 
who, responding to the Message, will be 
gathered out from among the great mass, 
“a, people for His name.” God has this Ta- 
bernacle here in Chicago, not for the pur- 
pose of saving Chicago, because God’s plan 
is not to save Chicago, but in order to gath- 
er out from among the people of Chicago 
“a people for His Name.” And, thank God, 
He is getting them. He has some of them 
here right now, and He is getting them 
everywhere, “a people for His Name.” You 
will find them everywhere you go. In every 
town, and in every country-side, and every 
community, and every city, and every vil- 
lage in America, you will find “a people for 
His Name.” Perhaps only a few, but you 
will find some every where, those whom God 
has already gathered out. That is what He 
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is doing at the present time. That is His 
program, so far as the Gentiles and this age 
are concerned. 


“After This” 


Now, let us come back to this verse and 
read the rest of it. Let us read again what 
I read: “God at the first (that is, the begin- 
ning of the Christian era and right on 
through) did visit the Gentiles, to take out 
of them a people for His name. And to this 
agree the words of the prophets; as it is 
written.” Acts 15:14-16. Scripture does 
not contradict Scripture. The prophets were 
in agreement with this statement in Acts. 
Now, here it is, from the prophets, quoted 
in verse sixteen: “After this.” Now, 
“after” does not mean “before,” and “after” 
does not mean “at the same time,” but “af- 
ter” means “after” and God’s Word is to be 
relied upon. Not during the present dispen- 
sation, not at the present time, not while 
He is visiting the Gentiles, but, listen now 
and get God’s program: “After this.” After 
He gets His company out of China; after 
He gets His people out of Africa; after He 
gets them out of South America; after He 
gets His own out of Chicago; after He gets 
His little flock out of America and out of 
Great Britain, and out of the other coun- 
tries and nations of the world. “After this.” 
After He is through with the Gentile na- 
tions; after He has completed this program. 


“After this,” what next? “I WILL RE- 
TURN.” Isn’t that plain? Isn’t that clear? 
Isn’t that unmistakable? “I will return.” 
There it is in the fifteenth chapter; read it 
for yourself. He will return. He will come 
back. He will reappear. He will be on this 
earth again. He will reign on the throne of 
His father David once more. He is still 
waiting and He is going to wait until the 
Holy Ghost, though His servants, has 
gathered out of the world, from among the 
Gentile nations, “a people for His name.” 
But “after this,” after that task has been 
completed, “I will return,’’ He says. That is 
His own promise. That is His own Word. 
That is what He Himself has stated, that 
He would come back again, that He would 
return once more. He cannot return until 
His Church is completed. He cannot return 
until He has gathered His own from among 
the Gentile nations. But as soon as He does 
that, then, the next act in the drama is His 
own glorious return. “After this, I will re- 
turn.” 
His Future Program 


Now, what is He going to do after He 
gets back? “Oh, but,” you say, “you are 
getting too far ahead.” Ah, but I am glad 
He has revealed already what He is going 
to do when He comes. He has not made a 
“hit and miss” prediction. His promises are 
clear. We can know something of the fu- 
ture program and we are in darkness only 
because we will not read the Word. We are 
in ignorance only because we will not listen 
to the plain statements of Scripture. Now, 
this is what He tells us; this is His pro- 
gram: 

First, He is going to gather a people out 
of the Gentile nations. He is doing that 
now. Second, He will return in person. 
Third, listen now, “and will build again the 
tabernacle of David, which is fallen down; 
and I will build again the ruins thereof, and 
I will set it up.””. Thank Ged for such a pro- 
gram! When He gets through with the 
Gentile nations, He is going to go back to 
the Jews. He is going to rebuild the throne 
of David, or the tabernacle of David; He 
is going to exalt that throne once more. The 
Jewish throne is going to be set on high. It 
has not been cast down forever. He is go- 
ing to turn once more to His own, His an- 
cient people, the Jews, and He is going to 
rebuild the throne of David and of Solo- 
mon, and for a thousand years He is going 
i that 


to reign in millennial splendor on 
throne. That is God’s program. That is 
God’s plan. That is God’s design. And if 


you and I know about it, then we are not 
going to “hit and miss.” We are not go- 
ing to beat the air. We are not going to 
wander about in the dark. We are going 
to get our feet on solid rock, and we are 
going to know where we are going and what 
we are doing. 

Glorious Optimism or Sordid Pessimism 

Now, my friends, I want to say that this 
program is the only ground for optimism. 
Let me tell you why. There is one fact that 
is sufficient in itself to take the ground from 
under the feet of the post-millennialist, and 
if the post-millennialist who is listening to 
me, either in radio-land or in this Taber- 
nacle, will think of this one tremendous fact, 
he will become a pre-millennialist before he 
knows it. And this is the fact: 

Do you know that there are more heath- 
en in the world today than there were when 
Jesus Christ was here upon this earth? 
That there are more heathen in the world 
today than there were at the close of the 
apostolic age? That there are more heath- 
en in the world today than there were one 
hundred years ago, when the church, under 
William Carey, launched her great mcdern 
missionary propaganda? Now, what does 
this mean? Why, that means that we are 
going backward. Making progress? No. 
Going back. We are not getting ahead. We

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re failing in our task. If, with all the mis- 
sae agencies at our disposal, the tens of 
thousands of missionaries in foreign lands 
and the enormous amount of missionary lit- 
erature, and all our efforts as a church, if, 
in one hundred years of intensive missiona- 
ry work, there are more heathen in the: ‘so yo 
today than there were when we started < 
century ago, we might as well recall oar 
missionaries, give up the task and say, it is 
no use, we cannot Christianize the world, 
since there are more heathen babies being 
born in heathen homes today, than there are 
Christian converts being made in heathen 
lands. Say, if I were a post-miilennialist 1 
would be so pessimistic that you could not 
persuade me to preach again. [ would have 
no hope. 

I am told that Paul Rader’s father was 
converted from post-millennialism to pre 
millennialism as a result of facing this one 
tact. I am told that he, in the early days 
of his ministry, was a strong post-millen- 
nialist; that one day he awoke to the fact 
that there were more heathen in the world 
in his day than there were nearly a hun- 
dred years ago when missionary work com- 
menced, and that he threw up his hands in 
despair, and said: “If this be true, then we 
are failing, we are losing ground, we are 
making no progress, and either something 
is wrong with our program and our work, 
or else there is something wrong with our 
doctrine!” And as a result of that discov- 
ery, he became a strong pre-millennialist. 
{ want to say that that fact is sufficient to 
convince any man. 

My friend, listen to me; If I believed that 
my work was to Christianize the world and 
Christianize society and Christianize the 
nations and Christianize Chicago and Chris- 
tianize America and Christianize Africa — 
if I believed that that was my job, and real- 
ized, as I would have to realize, that | was 
making no progress, that there were more 
unsaved people in Chicago now than thirty 
years ago, and more heathen now than one 
hundred years ago — I would want to give 
up in despair. But that is not my job. That 
is not my task. That is not my work. That 
is not my program, because it is not God’s 
plan. But this is my program: I am to 
preach the Gospel in Chicago, and | know 
[am going to get a few in Chicago who will 
accept the Message. 1] am to send mission- 
aries out to Africa, India, China and Japan, 
and South America, and I know perfectly 
well before I send them, that they are never 
going to Christianize these nations, but I 
do know that they are going to gather out 
of these nations “a people for His name,” 
and as they send back reports and say, “We 
have a little company here and there, and 
a church here and there,” I am going to say, 
Praise God, the Holy Ghost is accomplish- 
ing the divine purpose, and I am going to 
be optimistic, for, my friends, I will know 
that God’s program is succeeding, that God’s 
plan is being carried out. All I have to do 
is to discover God’s plan, all I have to do is 
to see God’s program, and then do my work 
along the line of that program, along the 
line of that plan, for then I know I will be 
successful. But if I try to attain an objec- 
tive that cannot be attained, Iam going to be 
disappointed. Whereas, if I go in for an ob- 
jective, that I can reach, then I am going to 
be satisfied and rejoice, because I know I 
am doing that which I started out to do.
